When the centre of last night’s 
attraction was not sneering at the idea . of doing 
business with the United States, he was sneering 
at Sir.Wilfrid Laurier,-or Hon, George P, Gra- 
ham, or the Liberal party. 

Any coward can fight with advantage under 
the protection of a'flag of truce, bit what do hon- 
est men think of such methods ? “Boes a man 
put off his cowardice because he uses: the white 
flag of patriotism to shielda savage attack on 
his political opponents ? 

“. Mr. Hawkes would have gained’some meas- 
ure of independent sympathy and, perhaps, 
some support, if he had seen fit to come out into 
the open. and admit that his sole purpose was to 
advance the interests of the Tory party. But no j 
he. thought hecould fool seme {persons into be- 
lieving that he was doingan unselfish work for 
his country, and that he was prompted by pure 
patriotism.

It is argued | that because the Democrats dom- 
inate the United Stetes:house:of. representatives.

upon the whole the consumers will probably, not 
sufferany. But Canadian _consumers would 
have cause to view with alarm the opening of 
the United States market to Canadian: farm pro- 
ducts while the Canadian farmers are protected 
from competition from across the line. Under 
these conditions the prices of all classes of farm 
Produce would go up and stay up. With the 
Canadian farmer enjoyinga monopoly in his own 
market and a free foreign market near by where- 
in to sell his surplus produce, the increased cost 
of living would become a very serious ‘problem 
for the average dwellers i in Canadian towns and 
cities. 

No, if our farmers are to get the advantage 
of a free market in the States, we urban people

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NO “HOLES IN THE AIR.” 
Merely a Convenient Explanation # 
Accidents Met by Aviators. . 

An assumption that there exist in 
the atmosphere certain “holes,” or, as 
they are snore often called, “pockets,” 
serves as a convenient explanation of 
such accidents to aviators as the one 
thet recently brought the fearless 
Mars to the gro with somewhat 
disastrous consequences. This idea, if 
it did not originate with Kipling, at 
least: gained general. acceptance 
ais story of The Night. Mail; in which 
it was skillfully exploited, and ‘there 
is no doubt that in a way it: provides 
an explanation for phenomena. often 
observed by the passengers of balloons 
as well as of aeroplanes.

We 
know now, of course, that night air is

G To be sure, 
though, Ireland's ancient monarchs 
mostly came to unbappy ends, either 
dying of the plague, being assassinated 
or killed tn battle, says London An- 
sewers, 

For instance, Ring Lughaldh, who 
reigned tp the sccond century, was 
killed by being thrust through the eye 
with a spear during a conspiracy. His 
successor, Feargus, was assassinated 
by order of the next comer, Cormac: 
Ulfhada, who, however, was merely 
choked to death by a fish bone at 
supper.

Dot arrest a suspected felon, even if 
such a one were to be seen by him en- 
tering Buckingham palace or Windsor 
castle, The reason for this is because 
Bo section for wrongful arrest could 
He against bijm. and therefore if the 
person ‘arrested by him were proved 
{nnocent there would then be a wrong 
without a remedy. Another Jegal dis- 
ability of the king is that he fs barred 
of all rights in matters relating to land 
after a lapse of sixty years. He ts also 
prohibited from serving on a jury or 
from giving evidence. 

Unti! so comparatively recent a pe- 
riod as 1870 if a subject were conrict- 
ed of treason or felony the king could 
claim his property. Another, lapsed 
prerogative of tbe crown {s one known 
as “corody.”. During Its existence a 
king who wanted to sdvance the Ip- 
terests of a royal chaplain could com. 
pel a bishop to support such a clergy- 
Man until a benefice had been found 
for him. Nowndays he has not eveo 
the right of founding a. bishopric or 
‘Creating ecclealastical jurisdiction. 
Similarly be must always ’be a mem- 
ber of the’ Church of England and 
cannot change his religion. 

The theory that: the king “reigns, 
but does not govern” is amply borne 
out by the political system of the 
country. While the members of par 
llament are. bis majesty’s “faithful 
commons," they have certain privi- 
Jeges which be himself does not pos- 
sess. Thos King George can summon 
or prorogue parilament at will, but he 
cannot prolong it .beyond a definite 
period. Similarly he is absolutely de

The smelter, built of magnificent 
timber, is situated on the hill above 
the railway just outside the city limits 
and no water supply was available. 

The_-fire brigade could only watch 
the blaze from the town, ready to 
grapple with any fire that might break 
out in the city. From the assay of- 
fice a few chemicals were saved as 
valuable-chemical balances. The fur- 
niture in the buildings — as resi- 
dences was carried out by hundreds 
of willing hands and saved. All else 
went up in smoke, and-for a 
danger existed that neighboring resi- 
dences woyld be consumed even If 
dangerous bush fires were avoided. 

Only the complete absence. of wind 

revented a far worse calamity. The 
Frat Mines Smelter was formerly used 
to treat ores of Silver King and other 
famous properties of Lode Mountain, 
Morning Mountain and adjacent ter- 
ritory, and employed hundreds of men. 

There is no clue to the incendiary. 
The city posted placards offering $500 
reward for information leading to the 
apprehension of the culprit. The city 
is thoroughly watched, but in spite of 
extra constables and the utmost vigt- 
lance on the part of the citizens, 
police are completely baffled.

RORTH BAY NORMAL SCHOOL | 


The next session of the North Bay 
Normal School opens on September 
26th. Applicants who hold the aca- 
demic qualifications required in the 
ease of the other Normal Schools, 
but who will not be 18 years of ‘age 
until some ime prior to the clove 
of the session in June are eligible 
for admission. Teachers-in-training at 
North Bay whose homes ‘are outside 
a radius of three miles from North 
Bay will be granted special. financial 
assistance to meet the expense of 
board and. lodging and railway fare 
from their homes and return there- 
to. The certificates granted are of 
the same character as those granted 
by the other Normal Schools, except 
Im the case of teachers who receive 
financial aid. Such teachers with be 
granted a certificate valid only in a 
district or provisional county until 
they have taught for three years 
tBerein or until they have reimbursed 
the Department of Education at the 
rate of one-third of the total finin- 
gal aid for each unexpired year. The 
fabdve conditions apply to applicants;

t Is Rumored That Moroccan Agree- 
ment is Reached. : 

Paris, Sept. 7.—Tension ever the 

oroccan situation, regarding which 
xegotiations are now going on be- 
tween France and Germany, has been 
somewhat relieved by impressions d2- 
sived both from Berlin and from of- 
Scial quarters in Paris that an“agree- 
nent is more likely since the French 
proposals have been read by the Em- 
yeror and the Imperial Chancellor. 
The anxiety, however, has by no 
means disappeared, but‘a certain re 
idence has been inspired by 
ublished statement of See idol 
ournals, such as The Temps, that 
the probabilities of an accord being 
reached hgve sensibly increased.- 

The Foreign Office maintains a 
complete silence regarding the pro-- 
gress of the negotiations. 

Berlin, Sept. 7.—M.. Cambon, the 
French ambassador, and Herr Von 
Kiderlin-Waechter conferred yester- 
day evening for forty-five minutes, 
during. which the German reply to 
the French proposals was delivered. 

According to The Cologne Gazette's 
semi-official despatch, the German 
‘counter-proposals demand a 
guarantee on important economic in- 
terests in Morocco, concerning which 
technical advice must be taken before 
the conclusion of the agreement. 
This will require care and time. Much 
preparatory work, however, has al- 
ready been accomplished in the de- 

tails of the guarantee and territorial

This, according to’the outline of the 
house of bishops’ recommendation, 
will comprise the dioceses of British 
Columbia, Kootenay, Caledonia and 
New Westminster.

and memorials are all too scarce, as 
in the west; which is’ practically de- 
yoid of any marks of appreciation of

Beside the many 
interesting “‘tableta’ erected to the 
memory of “The Pioneers of Canada 
West” which one sees on’the walls of 
Bt. Andrews, not the least interesting 
is a beautiful memorial window over 
the altar to the memory of the “pio- 
neer builder of churches in the west,”* 
the Rev. Archdeacon Cochrane, placed 
there some thirty-two years ago. 

8t. Andrews Parish, which is 30 rich 
in history, has one historical advan- 
tage over Fort Garry in that it still 
rétains its original name and identity, 
while Fort Garry and other places are 
lost in name to the ple of to-day. 
The old church buikling and rectory 
yare in a | aor State of preservation, 

and the latter is occupied by the 

present rector and his family. 

Mr. Bryce, writing to the Rev. John 
West, who was the first minister of 
St. Andrews, says: “He arrived in the 

Red River Settlement in October, 
1820, and at once began his labors by 
holding services in Fort Garry, and 
in 1823 he erected the first Protestant 
place of worship on the Red River, 
and when he returned to England two 
years afterwards the second minister 
of 8t. Andrews, the Rev. William 
Cochrane, and his wife arrived at the 
settlement, and to Mr. Cochrane, af- 
terwards created Archdeacon, is given 
deservedly much of the credit of laying 
the foundation of the church onthe 

ed River. He not only laid the foun- 
dation of the Protestant Church in 

Canada west, but he also supervised 

the erection of this pioneer church 
sixty-one years ago. It was not until 

1844 that the first Protesant Bishop, 

Dr. Mountain of Montreal, visited this 

then remote spot. In 1849 the Diocese 
of Rupert’s Land was established, and 
the Rev, David Anderson consecrated 
its first bishop. To this church be- 

longed, besides the settlers, nearly all 

the English-speaking half-breed popu- 

lation of the colony, as well as a large 
number of the Hudson Bay Co.'s of- 
ficers, 

During the sixty-two years of its 
existence the parish has had, besides 
the Revs. Mr. West and Archdeacon 
Cochrane, the following incumbents in 
order named: Rev. Dr. J. P. Gardiner, 
Archdeacon Hunter, Bishop Young, 
Bishop Grisdale, Rev. A. L, Fortin, 
Rev. Mr. Barber, Rev. Canon: J. W. 
Matheson, Rural Dean Johnson, Rev. 
Mr. King, Rev. G. E. Brownlee and 
Kev, A.J. Warwick, the present ’in- 
cumbent, who still preaches to the de- 
scendants of the settlers a every 
Sunday.

Of the 7000 tons about thirty rer 
cent, was taken by the local market 
the remainder was shipped to the 
United States, Great Britain, Ger- 


many, Holland, , Belgium, Denmark,; 


Austria, Russia, Scandinavia, Soith 
America, Australia, India and Japan.

‘MILLING. 


The process of grinding talo is for 
all the world like making wheat into 
flour. Much of the machinery is tbc 
same as is used In flour mills, ‘The 
finest. talcum powder however is fur 
finer in the division of its particles 
than is the finest wheat flour. The 
fineat silk used in the sifting of flour 
has 14400 Doles to the square inch. 
The final sifting of talcum powder 
passes through silk with 40,000 holes 
to tbe square inch. This is the fjn- 
est mechanical division known. 

The rock first passes through a 
crusher which reduces it to particles 
about the isize of a bean. Then a 
succession of emery grinders reduce 
it to powder, At first the ground pro- 
duct passes over a wire sitter with 
6400 holes to the inch, then on und 
on until the sifting process is com- 
pleted with :the fine silk described

(Canada: This 
General ( Chemical Company of New York which 
has its head office at 25 Broad Street. 

“ThA raw material’ for the’ company is iron 
pyrites, otherwise known as sulphide. The! sup- 
ply of. this mineral is secured ‘from the mines 
néar the Flant,, vand quantities are. also : obtained 
from a mine * “located” 
one hundred hands are employed in the. various 
branches of the work'at Sulphide. 

Mr..Northrup made the statemgnt at Madoc 
in his speech et the Conservative convention that 
if reciprocity went into effect the works at Sul- 
-phide would close down ‘and: one hundred men 
‘be thrown gist of.employment. 

The principal product of the plant -is sul 
_ Phuric acid. -But ‘from “that base considerable 
qliantities of nitric and‘hydrochloric acid are also 
manufactured. The Ontario pointed. out that 
ndfie of’ these products was mentioned in the 
new tariff agreement, ‘therefore it was difficult to 
ascertain what grounds the company would have 
for closing down. ‘The only way in which they 
could be at all affected was by the free admission 
into the United States of one of their unimportant 
_ by-products, known as sulphate of soda. 

When this first contention was’ found to be 


untenable, then the statement was put into cir - 


culation that the crudé cre, iron pyrites, being a 
natural product would be shipped into the United 
States, duty free, under the new agreement. 
It. was alleged that manufacture could be more 
cheaply carried on over on the American side 
arid that the raw ore would be sent over there to 
be smanufactured, 

~?The only reply necessary to make to this is 
that the crude ore has always been admitted 
duty free into the United States. As far as that 
is.concerned the ‘reciprocal: tariff makes ‘no 
change whatever, 

We now see in the report in the Tweed News 
that Mr. Northrup at his Bridgewater meeting 
attempted to explain away the foolish words used 


at Madoc by the further statement that he did Hot - 


refer to. the present tariff pact, but to what would 
take place in case we had ‘absolute free trade be;

SLATE 


About a mile and a half north of Madoc 
village is an immense deposit of roofing slate. 
This deposit has been examined by experts. from 
Pennsylvania and they have stated that nothing 

- better exists intheir: own. state or. in Vermont. 
The formation extends over several hundred 
acres, and is to all intents and purposes inex- 
haustible. It lies there undeveloped because 
Canada offers no local market. 

The American duty on roofing slate is $1.59 
asquare. The new tariff agreement would re- 
duce the duty’to 55 cents a square. With the 
duty so modified there is an opportunity to build 
up in Madoc township a great industry. 

The manufacture of slate requires the service 
of highly skilled and consequently highly paid 
workmen. The price for roofing slate runs 
somewhere about $7/a ‘square, therefore it can 
readily be seen how profitable a slate quarry 
would become.

Mr. James .R.Andersomhas been described 
by one of the Trade Suppressionist-Bourassa 
organs. as a ‘‘political acrobat.’?

In regard to the desirability of free trade in 
natural products, Mr. Anderson has not chang- 
ed his opinion for one minute since Sir John 
Macdonald announced the policy in 1879. _He 
merely stands by the political vizsws held ‘by 
every conservative leader up to December Ist 
1910. 

If Mr. Anderson were not a man of singular 
fixedness of purpose he would have run off with 
the rest of the unthinking crowd, who along 
with Mr. ‘Borden would place themselves. and 
their country at the:service of. the financial in- 
terests. Nobody knows better than Mr. Ander- 
son himself how he has during the. last six 


months ‘been threatened and bullyragged and

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EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


THE FALLACY OF FIGURES | 

Dr. Currie of Prince Edward, in his excellent 
_ campaign speeches always warns his hearers to 
beware of the fallacy of figures. - In the present — 
campaign in which a trade agreement is the 
principal issue it is only natural’ that. both sides 
should endeavor to bolster up their arguments 
With statistica, : 

While figures cannot lie, it would be well for . 
the honest voter to remember that liars can fig- 
ure. Figures cannot lie, but they can mislead. 
The untrained man‘ not accustomed to the study 
-of markets or economic conditions may easily be 
Jed into wrong conclusions by the skilful: mani- ‘ 
pulation of figures all of which may be correct in 
themselves. : 

In papers on-both sides of politics we see much 
quoting of current market . prices. Quotations 
like these are valueless unless we understand 
local conditions. 

Three weeks ago potatoes were selling at 
three dollars a bag on Belleville market. No- 
body would think of putting that forward as the 
prevailing or average price in Canada. Yet we 
_See that kind of thing being done almost every 
day in regard to cheese. ; 

As The Ontario has repeatedly pointed out 
Statistics of this kind must cover sufficient periods 
of time to be of any value. Drought, low temper- 
atures, excessive rainfall and a hundred other ‘ 
causes and conditions may enter into local market 
~ quotations that we must gather averages over a 
sufficiently long period to give'our statistics any 

In 1895 we remembes how hundreds of ‘head 
of cattle were sold from this county at an average 
‘price of ten dollars. We have seen. hay selling 
as high as twenty dollarsa ton. But it would be 
be out of the question to say that these prices 
f. represented ruling values on our local market. 

; Cheese is now selling at fourteen cents or a 
little more a pound wholesale at Montreal. At 
New York the Commercial Bulletin quotes, 
wholesale cheese prices as half a cent a pound 

Jower than at Montreal. - : 
>. Yet the man who thinks he has produced an

These facts should always'be borne in mind 
when any comparison is made between the two 
markets. Standard American cheese quotations 
are now a little lower than they are in Canada, 
but the American dairyman is actually getting 
considerably more for Ris milk. Ais 

Every Canadian dairyman knows that’ Cana- 
dian cheese is at present exceptionally high. Am- 
erican cheese has all through the season been un- 
usually low. 

If we take the average prices for the last five 
years between Montreal and New York we. will 
get a fairer and more reliable basis to arrive at 
conclusions as to the value: of the American 
cheese market to the Canadian dairyman.' We 
may state that these prices were taken’ from the 


‘commercial pages of newspapers on the first day 


of each month, and an average struck for the 
year. Thedate has been collected by’ the De- 


partment of Agriculture “and may be depended - 


upon as being absolutely reliable. New York 
quotations are taken from The Producers’. Price-

Washington. To the late general is 
due the credit for the establishment 
of Canada’s School of Musketry, 
which, to use Sir, Frederick Borden's 
words spoken in: October, 1903, has 

}“‘proved one of the most valuable ad- 
juncts that the militia of Canada has 
ever possessed.” 

Gen. O’Grady-Haly acted as A.D.C. 
to the general in Canada from 1870 to 
1879, and had thus -gained a thor- 
oligh acquaintance with Canadian con- 
ditions before his appointment to the 
militia command. He did distin. 
guished service in the Egyptian ex- 

dition of 1832 and again in the 

azara expedition, 1883.

The Premier was greeted 
by 4,000 people, and delivered a fight- 
ing speech, and the most forceful of 
the campaign. He said that Siongt 
on the verge of seventy years be 
would fight his opponents to the end, 
and that never before had he to fight 
such insidious and dishonest tactics. 
An incident showing the proverbial 
courtesy and charm of the Premier 
occurred when he met Mrs. Fauteux, 
daughter of the late Hon. Honore 
Mercier, and kissed her warmly. The 
crowd applauded wildly. Sir Wilfrid 
later left for Thetford Mines. 

Taking his hat off and making en- 
ergetic gestures, he declared: “Never 
have I seen a campaign in which the 
tactics. of the opposition were so in- 
sidious and disnonest. But thank 
God, I have strength, though I am 
on the verge of seventy years, to 
face them and. fight them to the bitter 
end. Neither the Imperialista of On- 
tario, nor the Nationalists of Quebec, 
will succeed in overthrowing Laurier.’’ 

Appealing to Conservatives to break 
away from their party leaders, he 
said: “If you vote for me, you donot 
desert your chiefs, for it js that your 
chiefs have deserted you in departing 
from the poles. of Macdonald.”

‘last. man. ©The viceroy’s attention 
has been called, however, to the fact 
that many of those aking rt in the 
disturbances are misguided, and the 
Government instructs him to distin- 
guish between them and the iactual 
rebels in imposing punishment. 

The possibility of yery serious re- 
sults in Szechuen is considered grave. 
If the rebellion is not promptly sup-

COMPARISONS—BUFFALO AND TORONTO 


Quotations on the two markets, Toronto and 
Buffalo, are a good criterion from which to judge 
the relative values of farm produce in the respec- 
tive countries. Both cities are similarly situated 
with regard to railway connections with the rest 
of the country, and have exactly similar ship- 
ping facilities. They are so convenient to. each 
other that the difference in freight charges be- 
tween shipping to Buffalo or shipping to Toronto 
would make little difference in the profit of either 
market. The following quotations of prices from 
these twos markets are gleamed from 
reliable commercial papers on both sides of the 
line. The prices given are the average of quot- 
ations on the first day of each month for ‘the 12 
months and the quotations for 1911! are the aver2 
age up to the end of June. A perusal of these 
quotations proves that we farmers have very 
much to gain and little to lose by reciprocity.

Could anything be more convincing than 
these figures ? With the exception of eggs and 
lambs the Buffalo market has invariably ruled 
higher than the Canadian. The low Price of eggs 
in the United States this year is unusual, and 
the abnormal condition of the egg trade is not 
due wholly to natural causes, but to threatened 
cold storage legislation, which caused to be dumr- 


_ ed on the market immense quantities of cold 
_. Storage eggs, which otherwise would have been 

held and distributed gradually as-needed. In 
e do quotatio 
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farmer the advantage on our market and even 
here some of our leading ‘sheep men, such as 
Mr. Henry Arkell, and Mr. John Campbell, men 
who have been in the sheep business for many 
years, claim thatin the long run and for all 
classes of market mutton the United States 
-market is the better of the two. 

United States farmers cannot “‘beat the Can- 
adian farmer out of his boots” as we have been 
So solemnly 3 assured by a Toronto paper. If 
there is any one thing in which it would be sup- 
posed that the United States farmer would have 
an advantage, it would be in corn; yet Canada 
has allowed corn to enter free for years, and we 
have not noticed any depression in the corn grow- 
ing distict in which 7Mr. -Harding hinself lives. 
fhe corn crop is more widely grown” now than 
before we had free trade, andis just as profitable. 

Mr. Harding’s comparison of the farmer with 
the eight head of cattle and the one with the 90 
head does not give a true representation of the 
reciprocity issue. By “‘pasture’ Mr. Harding 
must mean the home markets of the two. coun- 
tries. In Canada wehave 60 farmers in the 
country, and their home market consists ef 40 
people in thetowns, That is to every person in 
the country there is only two-thirds of one in 
town. - In the United States, however, to’ every 
person in the country there are two in the towns, 
lf, therefore, we make the markets of the two 
countries common, each farmer in both countries 
will have a market of one and one-third persons 
in thetown. To put it another way the Can- 
adian farmer has one cow pasturing on two- 
thirds of an acre. Just across the line his Ameri- 
can neighbour has the cow pasturing on two 
acres. Would not the Canadian farmer jump at 
the chance to let down the linefence ? . That is 
exactly what he willdo when he adopts recip- 
rocity.—Editor. 








Dr. J. J. Farley, of Belleville, has published 
a letter giving as his reason for opposing recipro- 
city the fact that while he was away on his vaca- 
tion he met a numberof Americans who “‘stu- 
diousty avoided the use of the word ‘Annexation,’ 
but were unanimousin THINKING it (reciprocity) 
would lead to commercial and political union.” 
The doctor also professés to have heard a certain 
American mayor'say “‘we want you and you've 
got to come.’’ : 

Dr. Farley has evidently heard enough to 
lead him to think there are dire possibilities in 
this reciprocity pact. He apparently fears that 
the descendants of U. E. Loyalists, of whom he 
speaks in his letter, may lose their loyalty as 
soon as they become more prosperous. 

We do not consider it worth while'to discuss 
further this annexation talk which Sir James 
Whitney has described as an insult to the intelli- 
gence of the Canadian people. 

Is‘it not possible, however, that Dr. Farley 
has mistaken his own motives for opposing free 
trade in natural products. If reports are to be 
credited, Dr. Farley’s views on reciprocity were 
formed some time before he Went away on this 
vacation trip.

A PIONEER FORESTER. 


Grand Master Aubrey White Fought 
the Lumber Vandals 

Mr. Aubrey White, recently elected 
tu the honorable office of Grand Mas- 
ter of the Grand Lodge of Canada of 
Ancient Free and Accepted Masons, is 
Deputy Minister of Lands and Forests 
of Ontario, a post he has held since 
i8s7 He is one of the fathers of for- 
‘etry and forest conservation in Can- 
ada, which fact will surprise many 
geod people who are given to accds- 
.ug lumbermen of being nothing else 
but ruthless destroyers of the foresta, 
for Mr. White is sn .old lumberman. 
In the late sixties and early seventies 
he was one of the largest operators in 
the Muskoka district; but, although a 
luinbermen, he was far from being a 
destroyer of forests. In the very earl- 
fest days of his lumbering operations 
he protested to the autnor:ties against 
the ruthless destructiveness of ‘the 
methods of most lumbermen and 


| pointed out that the inevitable result 


would be the wasting of a large pie: 
portion of one of the country’s richast 
assets, He particularly — protested 
against the destruction of small treés, 
the wasting of the upper portions of 
the larger trees, the destruction of the 
hardwood in making lumber roads, 
and the lack of attention to the pre- 
vention and extinction, of forest fires. 
His outspoken denunciation of exist- 
ing methods excited the hostility of 
some of his brother lumbermen, who 
proclaimed that if all his fine prin- 
ciples were put into effect the indus- 
try would be handicapped to the point 
of ruination. 

He was in grim earnest, however, 
and to prove the soundness of his ar- 
guments he put his principles into 
practice throughout. his own limits. 
When his cheppérs felled a forest 
monarch they dare not cut-a log or 
two off the butt and leave the. rest 
to rot in the moss or to provide fuel 
for any incipient forest conflagration. 
They had to make every inch of the 
stem into logs, and the smallest logs 
had to go out with the drive. The 


tree topa had to be gathered fogethor’ 


and burned. In making their roads 
and trails through the bush his fore- 


men were instructed that it was as 
important to avoid unnecessary de- 


direct routes. ~~ . 


The other lumbermen operating in |. 


the same district as Mr. White’ soon 
saw the practical advantages of his 
system, and one after the other adopt- 
ed it. One of the results of Mr. 
White’s original forest conservation 
policy, appreciated by many thous- 
ands of people at. this season of the 
year, was the preseryation of the 
younger forests in. the picturesque 
Muskoka district in a condition much 
nearer approaching their primeval 


state than was possible under less fav- | 


orable conditions.. So much of the 
present. beauty of the territory sur- 
rounding the Muskoka lakes is due 
fo the ay EE patriotism of the 
man who held the timber limits along 
their banks forty years ago.—Family 
Herald and Weekly Star.

Mr, H. C. Grittith was a professor 
| in the French department of the Uni- 
: versity of Toronto. For several years 
‘he has acted as honorary coach to the 

college football club. So great has 
become his reputation in the footbal! 
world, that his rea] academic position 
the public have completely overlooked. 
Now, that is not because Griffith does 
not count in the lecture room, but 
because fame catches a man quicker 
pulling off athletic stunts than exam- 
ining French papers. That Griffith 
really after all draws a professor's sal- 
ary, the public have been reminded 
lately. e seys he is not going to 
teach any more French at Toronto. 
And that means that in a few weeks, 
when the leaves begin to yellow, and

RAILWAY DETECTIVES. 


They Trace Those Who Steal or De- 
stroy Property of the Road. 

The secret service is a bard game 
to tackle, but, lke all kinds of work, 
it bas {ts easy joba. One of them 
that of special agent for a railroad 
The agent ts supposed to trace those 
who steal or destroy railroad property. 

When be fs notified that a ‘trunk or 
other article of baggage is Missing be 
finds out by its number from where ft 
was sent und follows it on the’ books 
to the last station where it has been 
checked. THen he notifies the police 
j In the ricinity between the station 
where the bageare was last checked 
and the station where it should have 
been checked. The police get busy. 
and probably tho property ix soon re- 
| covered and the thieves put In jail. 
The baggarce is then turned orer to 
the xpecial agent, who notifies the rall- 
ruad official that be bas recovered the 
stolen goods 

If a freight car is robbed the spe- 
celal agent pursues the same tactics. 
He finds ont where the car was last 
sealed and the place where the car was 
reported ns basing Its seal broken 
The police or constables In the coun- 
try between the two points are nott- 
fied, and if they fall to capture the 
robbers the rallrond may-nevrer hear 
again of the stolen goods. Wherever 
destruction baa occurred to railroad 
property it ix urually police officers 
who trace and arrest those gullty. 

However, the special sgent must 
be a keen judge of buman nature and 
witb sufficient tact to make himself 
popular with the police officers in his 
territory. Usually be ts an old time 
detective and is well enough acquaint- 
ed with detectives and police through- 
sut the country to obtain results where 
an amateur would fall.

Throughout this Dominion the elec- 
torate now understand that they are 
called on to determine, not a mere

Even upon the economic side, the 
reciprocity compact is but a step in 
® greater process. On either af’ 
the boundary line its advocates realiz- 
ed ‘perfectly that in its final outcome 
this treaty undoubtedly means the 
commercial and fiscal union of Can- 
ada with the United States. The chiet 
magistrate of the great republic has 
warned us in language of striking and 
unmistakable import that the con. 
summation of this treaty will forever 
prevent the consolidation of our Em- 
pire. With profound insight and clear 
vision, he has made the memorable 
declaration that if Canada accept thia 
compact she can never become a 
part of that great imperial commer- 
cial band which, as he anticipates, 
will reach from England around the 
world to England again. We must 
make our choice between reciprocity 
within the Empire and reciprocity 
with the United States. And let us 
never forget that Canada cannot be- 
come fiscally and commercially a part 
of the United States and remain poli- 
tically & part—and an important part 
—of the British Empire. 

The relations created by this com- 
pact will increase threefold the power 
of the United States over our com- 
merefal destinies. Less than two 
years ago by the threat of prohibi- 
tory duties they forced our vern- 
ment to alter our tariff. Do not imag- 
ine that the spirit which compelled 
this unwarranted concession to our 
powerful neighbor will die on the 
morrow of its first great success. If 
we accept this compact, we must’ 
anticipate a renewal of the attempt.

Sir Wilfrid Receives a Telegram From 
the Nationalist Cendidate In Quebec . 
East, in Which Latter Says His 
Resignation Was  Extorted— 
Would Have No Effect on

Ottawa, Sept. 19.—Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
jer, in a statement issued yesterday, 
undertakes to resign his seat in 
bec East, if the story of Rene Leduc. 
that his resignation was extorted from 
him, is substantiated. The Premier's 
statement reads:

“Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Ottawa:

1 have asked the re- 
turning officer, to whom the, ment 
has been delivered, to give it back 
to me. He has referred me. to tha 
clerk ‘of the Crown in Chancery. 1 
have telegraphed the Istter, and I 
hereby ask you to give instructions 
that my extorted resignation be given 
back to me, and that the election be 
not stolen.

The courtesy of Dr. Burwash helps 
you to understand how, in all con- 
flicts of theological opinion, he calm- 
ly holds his way and yet escapes un- 
kindly criticism.

Once in a while halibut shows ata- 
vistic tendencies. whervat the parent 
halibut has to take bim up a cliff 
and throw bim In the water, in order

Gradually the great bell sways to 
the muscular movement of the man 
astride it until it acquires a momen- 
tum that swings the hammer, first 
gently and then with Increasing force 
as the sweep of the bell widens until 
the alr is trembling from the giant 
blows that strike the massive sides of 
the monster. 

The mere vibration of the atmos. 
phere as the buge bells ring out would 
be enough to make an unpracticed 
tinger turn dizzy and fall from his 
perch. Bot this is not all, for many

Place-names in this area can be

among the seafaring occupations of 
the Reople of this colony. 
cuted in March and April of each year 
by ao fleet of twenty steamers, crewed 
by 4,000 men; and its product is about 
300,000 “pelte’’—hide and fat—yieldin, 
as Many skins and about 5,000 tons o 
oll, the export value of cach being 
over $600,060, so that this industry 
really Fepesoente the garnering of a 
million dollars within the brief space 
of two months each year. 

The seal fishery begins the indus- 
trial year in Newfoundland, and fs 
reckoned of double importance—for {ts 
intrinsic value, and for the impetus 
& successful quest imparts to the oth- 
er oocupations which follow later in 
the season. The adult male population 
of the island is sbout 40,000, and as 
4,000 sre engaged in the zeal hunt, 
practically every family has a rela- 
tive among the sealers. Thus it is that 
the return of the first ship ts counted 
among the chief events of the year; 
thousands throng the wharves to cheer 
her as she enters St. John’s harbor, 
and the news she brings is speedily 
wired to every section of the colony. 

The industry is a peculiarly peril- 
ous one, and is attended with excite- 
ment and adventure, such as few oth- 
er pursuits provide. From the depar- 
ture of the fleet to the ice-fields, until 
the return of the first ships, two or 
three weeks later, personal anxiety 
is intense throughout: the colony, be 
cause the venture is associated with 
such frequent dire disasters that an- 
other catastrophe is always dreaded. 
Scarcely a season passed without 
some gruesome tragedy, and it is not 
surprising that anxious heurts shou! 
eagerly await the news from the.earl- 
iest homecomer.

Washington; Sept. 33.—Politicians of 
both parties are dumfounded at the 
defeat of the reciprocity bill in Can- 
ada. Misled by the optiniistic “re- 
ports from American newspapermen 
sent to “help across the border,” of- 
ficial Washington never dreamed that 
there’ wag serious: opposition: to ithe 

act on the part of a majority of the 

anadian people. 

Every one is ‘asking what ‘he effect 
will’ be upon the political { r;unes of 
President Taft, who, even-h’- friends 
privately admit, was chiefly -oncern- 
ed about this phase of th: cuestion 
from the start. 

A very significant remark + =s made 

esterday by an official of ::¢ Btate 

partment, who had 8 great deal: ta 
do with negotiating the tariff treaty. 
He said: “Of course, we are -sarry 
that Canada is:not going to give re- 
ciprocity, a trial, but so far as the 
eficct upon Mr. Taft's political future 
is concerned, there is really nothing 
to fear. The President had to have 
something to give him standing as‘ 
fighting man before the country. U 
to the negotiation of the treaty wi 
Canada, his friends were saying: ‘O, 
what's the use?’ His advocacy of the 
agreement here and his success in 
forcing it through Congress’ has in- 
greased pis chances of cfction That 
is what he wadted and Canada’s vote 
does not affect that at-all.” 

But this'is a friendly view of: the 
situation, The insurgent Republicans 
who sre the real. low-tariff members 
of the party, are overjoyed at the 
prospect of further embarrassment to 
the President. They say he has fail- 
ed again, and that is all the people of 
the United States will see in it. He 
has vetoed general tariff reduction 
and promised relief from the reciproc- 
ity bill which vill not be forthcoming. 

“Hf it was a bad thing for Canada, 
then it must have been a good thing 
fer us,”" is the way some of the Demo- 
crats are talking. Trey will also have 
to defend their support of the bill in 
the elections a year. from this fall. 

The tone of the comment both by 
public men and the press is pretty 
much the same. The American and 
Canadian “‘trusts” ure blamed for the 
defeat of the measure in Canada. 
Speaker Champ Clark, of the House 
of Representatives, is also blamed. 
His annexation specch made in Con- 
gress last winter gave the cue to the 
Opposition in Canada and: furnished 
them with ammunition they were 
looking for. It is realized here that 
the explanation of the. Speaker: that 
he did not mean it seriously did not 
carry weight. because it was known 
full well that be did mean it seriously 
when he said it, and that his attitude 
was similar to that of a vast number 
of American public men. 

The Washington Post, a strong Taft 
organ, thinks it will not interfere with 
President Taft's <political ambitions. 
It says: “Naturally, the insurgents 
will try to utilize the defeat of ‘reci: 
procity to embarrass Taft, but: the 
country: is «not likely to blame Mr. 
Taft for Canada’s action. On the com 
trary, the presumption becomes 
stronger that as Canada does not a 
prove of the pact, it must have prove: 
a good thing for. the United States if 
carried through. Possibly, the rela« 
tions between Canada and the Unit- 
ed States will not. be improved by 
the rejection of reciprocity, but fair. 
minded Americans will :not cherish 
resentment against the Canadians {or 
their decision... The reciprocity ar« 
rangement would not have been wort! 
a straw if it had not been a fair an 
{ree «proposition, to be . accepted 
Tejected by either country in the ligh 
of its own interests.” 

; Clark Dodge Blame. 

Nashville, Tenn., Sept. 23.—Speak.- 
er Champ Clark made the following 
Statement, here yesterday: 

“My remarks about annexation did 
not do half as much to defeat reci- 
procity in Canada as did President 
Taft's specch in which he insisted on 
hurrying up agreeing to reciprocity in 
this country before Great Britain es:

WILL DOUBLE «ITS CAPITA 


Canadian Banking Institution Which 
Took In the Union of Halifax a 
Year Ago Has Effected an Amal- 
gamation With Strong English 
Concern Operating In West In- 
dies — Capital $20,000,000. 


London, Eng., Sept. 25.—The Colon- 
ial Bank, a strong. financial institu- 
tion, with head office in London, and 
with fifteen branches in the West 
Indies, where its operations chiefly 
are carried on, has been absorbed by 
the Royal Bunk of Canada. ; 

The negotiations were put. through 
by C. E. Neill, assistant general man- 
ager of the Royal, who is now in Lon: 
don in connection with this matter. 

The Royal Bank has a number of 
branches in the West India Islands, 
the list including Trinidad, Cuba, Ja- 
maica and Porto Rico. In the British 
Islands the Royal has been coming in- 
to competition with the Colonial. This 
-amalgamation will remove much com- 
petition and will give the Royal a 
stronger hold on the business in the 
West Indies. ; 

The last absorption by the Royal 
was a year ago, when that bank took 
over the Union Bank of Halifax, thus 
securing firmer hold on business in 
the Maritime Provinces., and particu- 
larly in Nova Scotia. 

Toronto, Sept. 25.—When called u 
in regard to the matter, Weston F. 
Brock, the local manager, declared 
that he had not yet heard of it. The 
matter would be put through by the 
head office in Montreal.

Judge Treholme Gives Lusher and

Sentence was deferred in the strange 
case of Joseph Vaillancourt, found 
guilty of attempting to murder Na- 
Pe Coulombes in his room on St. 

hristopher street, a delay being 
granted until Wedaesday in order 
that the guilty man might be examin- 
ed as to his sanity. 


Another Race Riot. - - 

Cleveland, 0., Sept. 25.—A race riot 
between whites and blacks broke out 
in this city shortly before midnight 
on Saturday. Three riots occurred in 
Jess than two hours, knives and re- 
volvers being used. Most of the par- 
ticipants in the fights were under the 
influence of liquor. Of three sent to 
hospitals up to one o'clock in the 
morning, Joe Cartina, a Porto Rican, 
was stabbed, probably fatally. 


When a patrol wagon loaded with; 


officers arrived in the district a crowd 
of men unhitched thé horses, leaving 
the wagon stranded. Several hundred 
people filled the street and blocked 
the efforts of the police. Patrolman 
McNally was severely beaten up in 
making an arrest. 

The riot was the result of a feud of 
several weeks between rival gangs of 
blacks and whites. The police got the 
situation under control by 1.30 a.m., 
and dispersed the crowd, 


Connaught's Escort. 

Ottawa, Sept, 25.—An effort will be 
made to organize a mounted band in 
connection with the 5th Princess

The old saw’about the prophet and 
his country was never truer than in 
this case, for Canada turned a deaf 
ear, and it was not until “the Fletch- 
er method” had been adopted and 
fented in many other countries t 
Canada awoke to its full significance. 

This significance is difficult to rea- 
lize at first sight. ae it one finds the 
best of* Froe @ teaching of | 
music; but, more thar ‘that it opens 
to children’ and, indeed, to those who 
teach it, an entirely new world in 
which music is the key; a world in 
which thoughts, pictures, and impres-

I have known Mrs. Copp for a long 
time, says Katherine Hale in Cana- 
dian’ Century, and I remember wheo 
the Great Idea was forming in her 
mind, here in Toronto, and she would \ 
call in little children off the street to 
teach them the magic games that have 
become world famous and to watch 
how quickly thelr unformed minds 
responded to the impressions.

Germany Endeavors to Pacify 
: Italy and Turkey, 


ITALIANS. WANT. TRIPOLI 


Country ‘Is Now Roused and Demands 
a Speedy Occupation of North Afri- 
can Province—Germany’s Effort to 
Stem Tide of Hostility-Is Caus- 
ed by Fear of Resultant Dis- _ 
turbances In the Balkans, 


Berlin, Sept. 26.—Although Germany 
has “rot offered formal plans ‘it is 
known that she is exerting her best 
efforts at Rome and Constantinople 
to bring about a peaceful settlement of 
the controversy between Turkey and 
Italy over Tripoli. Germany regards 
hostilities between those two countries 
as a menace to European , since 
it would probably be followed by an 
outburst of the ‘ans, into which 
Austro-Hungary and the other powers 
might be drawn. z 

ermany advocates as a solution of 
the question Turkish recognition of 
Italy's special intereets and her aban- 
donment of opposition to the economic 
development of Tripoli by Italy and 
also of the recognition by the latter 
country of Turkish sovere sent 

Germany’s position is a delicate one 
as she is bound by an alliance to Italy 
and by friendship to Turkey. 

Italy Is Aroused. 

Chiasso Sept. 26.—According to the 
latest advices received here the whole 
of Italy, with the exception of a sec- 
tion of the Socialists now demands the 
8 occupation of Tripoli. The 
Socialists argue that Italy is not sufli- 
ciently prepared to stand the heavy 
expenses to enter colonial _competi- 
tion, 

In the meantime the Italian Gov- 
ernment is taking the present oppor- 
tunity to experiment in the partial 
mobilizetion of the troops. The entire 
fleet is now ready for war, including 
the smallest and the oldest ships. The 
coast fortifications have been strength- 
ened to meet any attack. Sixty steam. 
ers have been chartered for the trans- 
port of 35,000 soldiers, war material, 
aeroplanes and dirigibles and Red 
Cross workers, 

The contingent of soldiers kept in 
service after their time had expired, 
with the reserve called up, bring the 
standing army to 80,000 above normal. 
The troops intended for Tripoli are 
chiefly in the Naples, Sicily and Ta- 
tante Barracks. 

King Victor Emmanuel has express- 

a chance to review the troops be- 
fore they leave for Tripoli, but defi- 
nite decision has not yet been 
reached;

There are in all three landlords 
in Butherlandshire — the Duke of 
Sutherland, Andrew Carnegie, of Ski 
bo, and W. G. Gilmour, of Rosehal!— 
but for practical purposes it might ’be 
said that the Duke cf. Sutherland 
owns the 1,459 scvare miles within 
its boundaries. There is no “town” 
in the county, unless Darnoch (the 
capital), with fewer than one thouz- 
and of s population, can be called 
one; there is not a pier or harbor 
whero fair-sized fishing craft can un- 
load, although the Duke of Suther. 
Jand does occasionally get a steamer 
warped into the wooden picr at Gol 
spie, with coals from his Staflordshire 
estates, but the vessel at low water 
is high and dry; and there is only s 
single line of raiiway running by the 
sea on the east coast, and “‘serving™ 
the interior by motors. Ali the land 
along this railway, with the exccp- 
tion of a few rocky patches at Ro- 
art and Loth, is in the hands of 
ess than a dozen “‘gentlemen farm- 
ers,” who, of course, are ardent sup- 
tters of the Tory party, with the 
uke of Sutherland at the head of 
the county organization. There is no 
crop-raising anywhere, other than on 
a self-feeding reale, except on t®e 
sean coasts, and it is doubtful if 
there is-Iand geod enough and plen- 
tiful enough to prove a sufficiently 
attractive alternative proposition te 
what is offered in Canada,

Turning to the census figures for 
Sutherlandshire, one is amazed that 
the totals are not much smaller, be- 
cause of the small natches of land 
upon which the bulk of the popula> 
tion is compelled to live, in® order 
to give game preserves. Al) of the 
thirteen parishes show decreases, with 
the sing]: exception of Golspie, which 
has the meagre increase of twenty, 
and which is explainable by the fact 
that it is the headquarters of the 
Sutherland estate, with its scorea of 
game men, woodmen, and their at- 
tendant workers. 

On the west coast the conditions 
under which the people live are ap- 
palling. The houses in which men and 
women live, on the Island of Skye, 
with their families, and sometimes 
their families’ families, are composed 
of four low clay built walls, enclos- 
ing a space about eight feet by six- 
teen, covered by rough thatch with a 
hole to Jet the peat smoke escape, 
and having plain Mother Earth for a 
floor. The furniture. consists of a 
table and a few ——_ deal chairs, 
boxes like ships’ bunks do for’beds; 
there is no privacy and no social life, 
and tuberculosis, held off so long by 
the keen air of the mountains, is 
tapidly becoming the curse of the 
eommunities which for hundreds of 
years produced aie: pericaly finest 
men and women & magnificent

The Skibo and Rosehull estates are 
very much smaller, and, of course, in 
the uature of things are mech more 
closely settled. 

The Tory press of Scotland, run hy

opulent landlords. There is a certain 
infinitesimal percentage which~ goes

this short season as ghillics or atten- 
dants, but the “proportion is as a 
thousand is to one. 

When these Tory papers say that 
there is no uncultivated land fit for 
cultivation, they aré very far off the 
mark, for in Sutherlandshire alone 
there are no fewer than 380,000 acres 
fi for cultivation, but the settlement 
of this no small tract of territory 
would seriously Interfere with the 
grouse and the deer, and would ne- 
coasitate, besides, the giving over of a 

acres of hill-land for 
runs.—D. M. Younger in To-

Acting Crown Attorney Monahan in 
addressing the jury reminded the jur- 
ors that Tracey’s first words after 
alighting from his car were, “Have I 
injured anyone?” ‘‘Now, that is exact- 
ly what a man under the influence 
of liquor would say, and if he ran his 
ear ai the rate of speed the witnesses 
state he did, he is guilty of criminal 
negligence.” 

The jury in presenting its verdict 
asked for mercy on behalf of the 
prisoner. 

Tracey will appear at the close of 
the sessions for sentence.

A despatch from Constantinople’ on 
Sept. 25, said that all Turkish repre- 
sentatives abroad had been requested 
to act in this direction. But should 
such instructions be received, the am- 
bassador said he would not be sure 
prised, for it’ would be entirely in ac- 
coord with the treaty of Paris of 1856, 
to which the United States had sub- 
scribed, and by which the powers un- 
dertook to guarantee the integrity of 
the Ottoman Empire. 

The guarantee of integrity contain- 
ed in the treaty of Paris, which con- 
cluded the Crimean war between Rus- 
sia and Turkey, was reiterated in the 
treaty signed at Berlin in 1876, 

Zia Bey Pasha believes that the 
Tripoli dispute will be settled with- 
out recourse to war. He is entirely 


familiar with every phase of that ques- : 


tion, and during his long and varied 
diplomatic service st. Petersburg, 
Berlin and Par. :a3 had an oppor- 
tunity to t close diplomatic 
range its various aspects aad develop- 
ments. He is moreover, an authority 
on international law, and is now en- 
{ gaged in ivanslating an important 
‘treatise on that subject from French 
into the Turkish Janguage. 
“Remenper,” said the ambassador, 
“that Tripoli is u province of Lee e 
‘ According to some despatches, Italy 
‘would try to take that province and 
‘make it an Italian protectorate, When 
France took Tunis, Italy, which had 
lared itself uninterested in Tunis.

Need of Cleantiness Illustrated by Many

There is on> point which is very 
necessary to remember concerning pto 
maine poisons, Once they are formed 
they are not killed or rendered barm- 
less by re-cooking, 

Provided that reasonable care is

WE HERD BULL 


By allowing bi his bull to run with, the 
herd many a farmer thinks to make 
sure all the cows are with calf, but j 
by this pian he never knows the date 
on which each ~~ will drop her calf 
and consequent, cannot bandle -her 
as a pregnant cow should be handled, 
writes a correspondent of the Ureeder’s 
Garette. In fact, he cannot be sure 
they all are with calf, and he subjects 
his neighbors to the same uncertainty, 
besides probably causing thelr cows to 
be bred to a type of animal different 
from what they desire. By keeping 
the-bull In a separate Jot and stall ono 
can turn each cow In with him while 
she is in heat, keep a record of the 
date nnd thus be able to separate her 
from the herd at the proper time, giv- 
ing her special care and feed. The 
bull will then be a surer breeder, get. 
more vigorous calves by conserving 
bis energies, produce offspring of a 
gentle, tractable disposition, especially 
adapted to breeding and dairying, and 
thus be an important factor In raising 
the standard of the herd. 

Another phase fo careless bull man- 
agement is that of danger. His free 
Gom and unrestraint are sure to de 
velop in him an ugly, riclous dispost- 
tion till he finally becomes a menace 
to all other stock on the owner's farm 
and adjoining farms. Where tke bull 
is kept by himself he will require a 
Uttle care, but a sire thus se- 
cured will amply repay the small 
trouble. His stall quarters should be

The same or even greater 
care should be exercised in selecting 
| bis rations as for the dalry cows, 
avolding too much corn, which 1s too 
heating and productive of surplus fat. 
Give the cleanest and brightest of 
roughage and employ a balanced ra- 
tion to keep his system in proper tone. 

Confined bulls must also have plenty 
of exercise, and their lots should be of 
sufficient size for this. If it is neces- 
sary to water them outside their lots 
teach them to lead. Arrange a-stick 
with a snap on one end to attach to 
the ring in the nose. 


CAUSES FOR BALKING. 


Trouble Is Often Due to Poorly Ad- 
justed Harness. 
Very often, where ono has had Iittle 





~tlexperience (and sometimes when ove 


has bad much), a slight misadjustment 
of the harness may be the direct cause 
of an animal balking—in fact, the 
fault rarely is with the borse, but with 
the driver, says the Farm Journal. 


Sometimes a tug slips from {ts proper | Let 


adjustment, the buckle again catching 
in a hole that leaves it soveral Inches 
longer than the other tug. This 
causes too much pressure on the shou!- 
der of the short tug, throws the ani- 
mal’s body in a twist and is pretty 
sure to cause him to fly back. Keep 
the tugs exactly the same length. - 

Some horses will not stand for belng 
tightly relned up, especially with the 
gag rein, and this is a very common 
‘form of encouragement in balking. 
When a borse balks or shows any 
signs of balking it is 2 very good plan 
to unrein him. 

But the closest attention should be 
given the harness around the neck and 
shoulder, since here is where tho 
weight of the load falls, and if any- 
thing occurs that will hinder a free, 
open working of all straps and tho 
collar at this polot the horse naturally 
feels that it-is bis privilege to relleve 
the pressure by stopping. A tight 
hame string at the top of the collar 
sometimes pinches the neck and causes 
the horse to balk. If the hames are 
too tight at or near the bottom of the 
collar they will choke the animal, 
and this is ono of the quickest and 












of the hames, elther at top or bottom, 
fs also conducive to balking. as’ the

Separator Milk For Calves. 

The milk is as healthful after passing 
through the separator as it was before, 
oxcept that the removal of the butter 
fat obviously makes it less suited to 
the needs of the calf. Bloat and 
scours are more liable to be caused by 
skimmllk than by whole milk, as the 
former does not quite so fully agree 
with the digestive organs. Separator 
skimmilk from a creamery should be 
pasteurized before It is fed to either 
calvea or pigs, as the milk from the 
herds of some of the patrons may 
carry germs of tuberculosis. The 
milk is no more dangerous in this 
respect after passing through the sepa- 
rator than before.

The amazing thing is that as 
many species of birds have been ob- 
tained in this minute islet as in any 
country in Europe, while the vast num- 
bera of the migrating flocks are shown 
by the fact that 15,000 larks have some- 
mes been caught in one night.

THE HUDSON BAY ROUTE 


Insects and Forest Fires Have Reduced 
Timber to Comparatively Small 
Supply. 


A report by the party sent ut 
by the Department of Forestry to 
glean some information regarding the 
quantity and quality of the timber 
along the proposed route of the Hud- 

son Bay Railway, shows that there 
‘a an immense supply of fuelwood 
and pulpwood, but a good deal of the 
young timber {fs too small, as yet, 
even for pulpwood. 

Spruce . is practically the only 
timber large enough for ties and saw- 
timber. Poplar, birch and jack p'ne 
are found in quantity, but are “in- 
tariably too short, spindly, Nmby and 
crooked for any use save fuel and 
pulpwood.”

STREET CAR CONDUCTORS IN 
GERMANY, 


The street car sysiem of Germany 
is distinguished from that of any 
other country by the practice on the 
part of a large proportion of the pas- 
senger of giving the conductor a tip. 

The average fare on the German 
street car is 10 piennigs, the cquiv- ; 
alent of 2 cents, but one-third of the: 
passengers give another cent as grat- 
ulty to the conductor when he bands 
them over their ticket. This is usually 
done by women, probably with the 
vague idea of securing the champion- 
ship of the conductor In case cf un- | 
pleasantness of any sort. 

That tips amount to a consid -rable 
sum in the course of a year was 
shown by a trial at Hamburg arising 
out of a dispute between the street car 
company and one of Its conductors in 
which the court estimated the tos at 
about $90 In the course of 12 months.
